DONOVAN BACK IN U.S. 
AFTER OBSERVING WAR 


Says He Hopes Information 
Will Aid in Defense— 
25,000-Mile Trip. 


NEW YORK, March 18 (AP).— 
Col. William J. Donovan returned 
from a tour of Europe and North 
Africa today and said he hoped he 
had learned something “which will 
be of value to America in our de- 
fense.” 

“I've been a good many miles, 
about. 25,000, on the sea, in the 
air, on the land and in the desert,” 
he said after alighting from the 
Yankee Clipper, “and I’ve seen the 
interplay of the various forces of 
economics, military activities and 
political as well as moral beliefs.” 

“I have seen a lot of modern 
warfare, and I’ve seen, too, how 
important the administrative and 
maintenance side of war is, and 
from all I have learned I hope I'll 
be le ‘o give information of value 
to our own country in preparation 
for its defense.” 

Donovan left for Europe Dec. 6 
on an unexplained mission. He vis- 
ited England but passed the great- 
er part of his time in the Balkan 
area and in North Africa. 

It had been reported he had made 
his journey as unofficial observer 
for the administration and. specifi- 
cally for Secretary of the Navy 
Knox. Told today that Knox had 
said Donovan was traveling at his 
own expense, Donovan replied:

A strike vote, which is being 
taken today by the recently organ- 
ized employes of the Cahokia, Ven- 
ice and Bagnell Dam plants of the 
Union Electric Co., threatens a se- 
rious interruption of electric light 
and power service in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

Operating employes of the three 
plants, who obtained a charter Dec. 
26 from the AF'L International Asso- 
ciation of Operating Engineers, 
are demanding recognition of their 
Local Union 148 as bargaining 
agent, and reinstatement of 18 
men who were laid off at the Venice 


plant last Friday. 

The night shifts at the Cahokia 
and Venice plants took their vote 
this morning and the day shift 
men will vote at 7:30 o’clock tonight 
at the Catholic Communit: House in 
East St. Louis.

GERMAN CRUISERS 
ALSO HUNT ON THS 
SDE OF ATLANTIC 


He Says Some Unconvoyed 
Vessels Have Been Sunk 
— Announces Destruc- 
tion of Three Nazi Sub- 


LONDON, March 18 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
said today that “not only German 
U-boats but German battle cruis- 
ers have crossed to the American 
side of the Atlantic and have al- 
ready sunk some of our independ- 
ently routed ships not sailing in 
convoy.” 

He made the statement at a 
luncheon of The Pilgrims, British- 
American society, along with the 


announcement that three German 


submarines had been destroyed yes- 
terday. The new American Ambas- 
sador, John G. Winant, also spoke 
at the luncheon, promising Britain 
ships, guns, munitions and food 
“with the utmost speed.” 

Churchill, in his talk, said any- 
one can see “how bitter is the need 
of Hitler and his gang to cut the 
sea roads between Great Britain 
and the United States and, having 


divided these mighty powers, to 
destroy them one by one.” 


Scene of Operations. 

Churchill said German war ves- 
sels had sunk ships as far west 
as the forty-second meridian, on 
the American side of the Atlantic. 

The forty-second meridian is 
about 1500 miles east of New York. 
The Prime Minister’s statement did 
not make it clear whether he was 
speaking of reports today in Wash- 
ington that the United States Gov- 
ernment had been informed a Ger- 
man submarine had been sent to 
harry shipping on the American 
side, or whether he was referring 
to events in the past. 

(Authorized Berlin sources 
called the U-bpat report “a put- 
up job by American war inciters.” 
In Washington, Undersecretary of 
State Welles confirmed that the 
British Ambassador, Lord Hali- 
fax, had passed the report .on to 
the State Department. 

(Regarding Churchill’s reference 
to “battle cruisers,” it was re- 
called that he had previously re- 
ferred to the German Scharnhorst 
in the same words, although the 
26,000-ton Scharnhorst and its sis- 
ter ship Gneisenau are listed by 
Jane’s as battleships.

“Cheering News.”

KNOX DRAFTS PLAN 
FOR CONVOYS IRM 
AGAINST TRANSFER 


Oppenee New Destroyer 
Deal, Presumably to 


Keep Navy Well Bal-

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox is stand- 
ing firmly against transfer of more 
destroyers to Great Britain and has 


been approved, for convoying mu- 
nitions and supplies to Europe, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The logical deduction from 


Knox’s refusal to release such naval 
vessels to Britain is that he wants 
a fully-equipped, 


at any time. 

Stephen Early, White House sec- 
retary, said today that he knew 
nothing about the possibility of 
convoys. 

The first naval vessels to be 
leased or lent to Great Britain 
will be the small but effective tor- 
pedo patrol boats, of which the 
navy has about 32. These fast 
boats, together: with heavy bomb- 
ers of long cruising ranges, are 


a torpedo patrol or 
boat, and a large number have 
been or will be ordered for Amer- 
ican use. 

Knox’s position against transfer 
of destroyers is not up to the lat- 
est “new basic policy” of the Com- 
mittee to Defend America by Aid- 
ing the Allies, announced in New 
York last night, but is ahead of the 
committee regarding convoys. 

Committee’s Proposals. 

Among’ other proposals the com- 
mittee last night urged: 

“Use by the American Govern- 
ment of whatever means are nec- 
essary to insure prompt delivery 
of war materials to the Alliés, 
including: 

(1) Repair of Allied vessels in 
American waters; 

(2) supplying to the Allies of 
all possible merchant tonnage; 

(3) transfer to the Allies of ad- 
ditional destroyers and other 
naval craft; 

(4) Permission to the Allies to 
organize convoys in American 
ports; 

(5) Convoy of ships with Amer- 
ican naval vessels if need be.” 

In his radio address Saturday 
night, President Roosevelt did not 
mention vessels, but in three sepa- 
rate paragraphs he emphasized 
that munitions and supplies would 
be moved to Europe, in some un- 
disclosed way. The three para- 
graphs follow: 

“The great task of this day, 
the deep duty which rests upon 
us is to move products from the 
assembly lines of our factories 
to the battle lines of democra- 
cy—now!” | 

“The articles themselves cover 
the whole range of munitions of 
war and of the facilities for 
transporting them.” 

“Upon that will depend the sur- 
vival of the vital bridge across 
the ocean—the bridge of ships 
which carry the arms and food

Nazi Sea Bases Bombed. 

The unknown ' dead of the raids 
on the Clydeside were buried yes- 
terday in a common grave in s 
cemetery scarred by bombs.

COMMITTEE TO VOTE 
ON MERIT BILL FRIDAY 


Alderman Fitzsimmons Says He 
Will - Call Meeting of 
Legislation Group. 


Alderman Bernard J, Fitzsim- 
mons, chairman: of the Legislation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, announced today he would 
call a meeting of the committee for 
11 a. m. Friday to vote out the 
merit system bill, held up in the 
committee for eight weeks. 

He and two other members of the 
committee of seven, Harry L. Israel 
of the Fifth Ward and Joseph B. 
Schweppe of the Sixth Ward, said 
they would vote to submit the bill 
to the board as a whole under pro- 
test, and only because of criticism 
directed at them publicly, by news- 
papers and others. They have been 
criticised by the League of Women 
Voters and other civic organiza- 
tions. Their statement assures vot- 
ing out of the bill as three other 
members of the committee have 
favored that action heretofore. 

Fitzsimmons, Israel and Schweppe 
said one reason for their opposition 
to the bill in its present form was 
that its passage would create a pos- 
sibility that the city would be 
sued for back wages by discharged 
employes. That was the experi- 
ence of New York with its civil 
service bill, Fitzsimmons said. 

Moreover, he added, the pro- 
vision which would prohibit city 
employes from participating in po- 
litical campaigns would weaken or 
destroy the city-wide political or- 
ganization. Schweppe asserted this 
would not correct a political situa- 
tion but would be merely to “go 
from one evil another.” He de- 
clared that if civil service employes 
formed an organization, as is usual- 
ly done, it probably would be dom- 
“nated by a few persons who could 
form a political alliance with State 
employes and others and so obtain 
political control of the ci#y. 

Israel said he opposed the Dill 
also because of an enabling clause 
for establishment of a pension sys- 
tem, which he said would be an 
“enormous” expense to taxpayers. 

The committee, Fitzsimmons said, 
would probably take no action Fri- 
day on the bill for election of alder- 
men by wards instead of by city- 
wide vote. As to the pending reso- 
lution for redistricting the city to 
equalize population of wards, Fitz- 
simmons said the committee was 
awaiting an opinion from the City 
Counselor’s office on procedure.

HOUSE ACTS TO KILL 
OLD LAW ON APPEAL 
TO KING OF ENGLAND 


Dead Since Revolutionary War, 
but included in District of 
Columbia’s 1929 Code. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
—A bill to repeal an old District 
of Columbia law which provides for 
an appeal to the King of England 
was passed by the’ House yester- 
day. 

A committee report noted that 
the statute “has had no force or 
effect since the revolutionary war” 
but somehow was included in a 
1929 code of laws. It provides: 

“When one that is impleaded be- 
fore any of the justices doth al- 
ledge on exception praying that 
the justices will allow it, which if 
they will not allow, if he that al- 
leged the exception do write the 
exception, and require that the jus- 


itices will put to their seals for a 


witness, the justices shall do; and 
if one will not, another of the com- 
pany shall, And if the King, upon 
complaint made of the justices, 
cause the record to come before 
him.”

17 MILLION FOR PLANE PLANTS 


Firms Accept Letters of Intent for 
Work on Bomber Parts Oth- 
ers Will. Assemble. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
—The War Department announced 
today that the Ford Motor Co. and 
General Motors Corporation had ac- 
cepted letters of intent for plant 
expansion and equipment costing 
$17,863,000 to manufacture parts for 
bombing planes to’ be assembled 
at plants in Kansas City, Kan., and 
Fort Worth, Tex. 

The Fisher Body division of Gen- 
eral Motors, the department said, 
will spend $6,875,000 to expand its 
Memphis (Tenn.) plant to manufac- 
ture parts for the assembly plant 
to be operated by North Amer- 
ican Aviation, Inc., at Kansas City. 

The Ford company is to build a 
plant adjacent to its existing air- 
plane parts factory at Ypsilanti, 
Mich., to manufacture parts of the 
Consolidated B-240 heavy bomber. 
The cost of the Ford expansion pro- 
gram, including additional build- 
ings, machinery, tools and machine 
tools, was estimated at $10,988,692.

Attorney General Jackson’s 
Expected to Spur Passage 
Through Chamber.

‘WASHINGTON, March 18.— 
There was every indication today 
that the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee would approve a measure grant- 
ing “limited” wire-tapping powers 
to the Department of Justice fol- 
lowing appearance before the com- 
mittee yesterday of Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert H. Jackson, who gave 
emphatic indorsement to such a 
measure. 

In executive session, Jackson 
went al, the way out for a bill 
which would legalize wire tapping 
by his department for sabotage, 
espionage and kidnaping. Several 
committee members were startled 
by the vehemence shown by Jack- 
son in indorsing J. Edgar Hoover, 
heae of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

Jackson rejected suggestion that 
the bill contain a provision requir- 
ing Federal Court approval of FBI 
requests to tap individuals wires. 
Such: approval must now be ob- 
tained before a search warrant is 
issued. Leaders of liberal and la- 
bor forces have argued that the 
same safeguard should be included 
in any measure legalizing wire- 
tapping to prevent serious abuses 
of the power. 

The Attorney General’s espousal 
of the wire-tapping bill makes it 
probable that it will be passed by 
the House despite the fact that the 
AFL, the CIO and all the railway 
unions are opposed to it. It has 
almost the unanimous support of 
the Republicans and of Conserva- 
tive Southern Democrats. 

“Red Raids” Recalled. 
Jackson argued before the com- 
mittee that Attorneys General could 
be trusted, pointing out that ap- 
proval of the head of the Justice 
Department must be obtained for 
each wire-tapping order. Some 
committee members, recalling the 
post-war “Red Raids” of A. Mitchell 
Palmer and the involvement of 
Harry L. Daugherty in the Teapot 
Dome scandal, accepted this state- 
ment with broad reservations. 
Members of the committee yes- 
terday received a letter from the 
National Federation for Constitu- 
tional Liberties, attacking the de- 
partment’s trustworthiness in the 
matter of wire-tapping. The letter 
pointed to the Justice department’s 
own admission that it has tapped 
wires since “the Attorney General 
in March, 1940, gave formal solemn 
written assurance by a press re- 
lease to the newspapers and to the 
American public that the Depart- 
ment of Justice would never nA 
tap wires, unless Congress author- 
ized it.” 

The Federation earlier had chal- 
lenged the argument of the Justice 
Department that wire-tapping is 
necessary to catch  kidnapers. 
Since hearings on the wire-tapping 
bill have been closed, yesterday’s 
letter pointed out, the Justice De- 
partment cited a recent kidnaping 
case as proof of the value of wire 
tapping. 

The Federation argued that this 
case, that of the De Tristan child 
kidnaped in a wealthy suburb of 
San Francisco, proved just the op- 
posite. Referring to the De Tristan 
case, and the capture of the kidnap-

Review that wire-tapping is inef- 
fective; this case proves it. He 
said it is, instead, a barrier to 
proper detective work; in this case, 
the detectives were wasting their 
time in finding telephones to tap 
and in listening to innocent per- 
sons instead of following the kid- 
naper. If they really had ‘reliable 
information’ as to who the kid- 
napers were, they could have used 
handcuffs and not the pliers re- 
quired for wire-tapping. 

“Cold experience has shown that 
wire-tapping doesn’t catch crim- 
inals; that even when wire-tapping 
is limited to a single wire in a sin- 
gle instance of a single crime and 
subject to the highest law enforce- 
ment official in the country, it un- 
avoidably becomes wild goose wire- 
tapping; that when detectives waste 
their time listening in on tele- 
phones, professional criminals 
escape while the private lives of in- 
nocent persons are placed in -the 
official dossiers of the police.”

Victims Are Members of 
Construction Crews 
Building U. S. Arsenal at 
Ravenna, O, 


WINDHAM, O., March 18 (AP) .—~ 
A freight train plowed into the 
side of a nine-car Erie passenger 
train carrying 700 construction 
workers to the Government's $19,- 
000,000 Ravenna arsenal today. 
About 175 were injured and of these 
60 required hospital care. 

The injured were taken to five 
hospitals in the vicinity. Four 
were in grave condition. 

The commuter train, carrying 
men from the Youngstown district, 
was hit as it backed into the 24- 
000-acre Government reservation. 
The giant freight locomotive 
sheared away almost half the fifth 
coach, turning it over, and smashed 
the fourth coach, derailing it also. 
The freight train was proceeding 
east on its Cleveland-Youngstown 
run, and the commuter train was 
backing across its track to enter 
the arsenal grounds. 

Fifty leather seats of the steel 
fifth coach were scattered along 
the right of way, together with 
workers’ lunch boxes. Screams and 
moans went up from the wreckage. 
Men in the other coaches, suf- 
fering from bruises and cuts, went 
to the rescue. They removed: at 
least two men with with severed 
arms, and others with skull and 
leg fractures. Others built bon- 
fires to ward off the 12-degree 
cold. 

After hitting the commuter 
coaches the freight locomotive 
smashed into an embankment and 
turned on its side. Seventeen 
freight cars, some of them splin- 
tered, fell across the right-of-way. 
An Erie investigator said the 
freight engineer told him he “had 
a clear signal.” LEvie’s offices in 
Cleveland launched an investiga- 
tion. 

Seventy-five of the injured were 
taken to Warren City Hospital; 
others to Youngstown, Ravenna 
and the arsenal field hospitals. All 
Warren doctors were called to aid, 
as well the Red Cross.

ORDER 1 IGNORE 


Possibility. Raised. by Re- 
ports Two County Clerks 
Lacks Authority.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.— 
More litigation, further delaying 
Lawrence McDaniel’s contest of 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell’s election 
appeared today as a possibility to 
members of the legislative contest 
committee if any county clerk in 
the State refuses to comply with 


recount of the ballots of the 1940 


election. 
Reports that the prosecuting at- 


torneys of Jasper and Butler coun- 
ties have informed the county clerks 
that there was no authority in the 
law for them to open the ballot 
boxes on orders of the Legislature 
are under study by members of 
the committee. 
It is virtually certain that if any 
county clerk refuses to obey the 
writ, to be issued in a few days, 
directing that the vote for the office 
of Governor be recounted, he will 
be cited for contempt of the Legis- 
lature. This would be expected to 
be followed by an application to a 
court for a writ of habeas corpus 
‘by the clerk refuging to obey the 
writ. : 
That would throw the question 
into the courts and would be the 
third suit filed in connection with 
the contest. Attorneys represent- 
ing Gov. Donnell brought a man- 
damus suit and a prohibition suit 
to stop the attempted illegal Demo- 
cratic effort to deprive the Gover- 
nor of his seat pending an “in- 
vestigation” of the election. The 
Supreme Court issued the writ of 
mandamus, compelling the seating 
of the Governor. It has not passed 
on the application for a writ of 
prohibition directed against the il- 
legally constituted investigation 
committee, the Legislature having 
backed up on its “investigation” 
scheme when McDaniel filed a con- 
test petition in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitution. 
Donnelly Sure of Power. 
Senator Phil M. Donnelly of Leb- 
anon, chairman of the new contest 
committee, said today that he was 
fully satisfied that the Legislature 
had the power to-order a recount 
of ballots. He cited the .constitu- 
tional provision to the effect that 
ballot boxes may be opened in elec- 
tion contests and the statutory pro- 
vision giving the Legislature the 
power to issue writs to county 
clerks in election contests. 
Donnelly said there was no pro- 
vision in the law for payment to 
boards of election commissioners 
and county clerks for the extra 
work imposed on them in connec- 
tion with the recount, but that it 
was his opinion the extra work 
was something that “just: went 
along with their office” and that 
they could‘not refuse to perform it. 
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Committee to Or 
The contest committee will meet 


late today or tomorrow to organ- 


ize and consider the details of its 
work. While the committee has no 
actual duties in connection with the 
recount of the ballots, Donnelly has 
a form of writ prepared by former 
Supreme Court Judgé Frank E. At- 
wood, and probably will work with 
Judge Atwood and former Judge 
Taylor Smith, counsel for McDan- 
iel, in deciding on an exact form. 
Until an agreement of the attorneys 
is reached, or in case they fail to 
agree and a writ is prepared by 
Donnelly, no service will be ob- 
tained on the election boards or 
county clerks, 

It is expected they will reach an 
agreement, not only on the form of 
the writ, but on a date which they 
will ask all election boards and 
clerks to observe in starting the 
recount. This probably will be 
about the second week in April, 
after the St. Louis Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners finishes its 
work in connection with the munic- 
ipal election, April 1. 

After today the salary of the 
members of the Legislature drops 
from $5 a day to $1. 

There is no basis on which to 
figure how long the Legislature 
will remain in session, but experi- 
enced legislators are inclined to 
the opinion that the contest and 
regular legislative work cannot be 
concluded before July 1.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.— 
‘Amendment of the State Constitu- 
tion to authorize adequate tax 
levies for payment of State pen- 
gions to the blind, is proposed 
through a joint an concurrent 
resolution perfected today by the 
House. The resolution now goes on 
the House calendar for passage 
and, if approved, must go to the 

Senate for concurrence, 

The proposed amendment, which 
would have to be submitted to the 
voters for adoption, would increase 
the maximum rate that may be 
levied for payment of blind pen- 
sions, now fixed at 3 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation of taxable 
property, to 4% cents. 

Due to declining assessments of 
property for taxation, and increas- 
ing delinquency of payments of 
property taxes, the blind pension 
fund has been steadily decreasing 
and for several years payment of 
the final quarterly pension has been 
delayed. Few persons have been 
added to the rolls, due to the lack 
of funds, and industrial and shop 
activities for blind workers, for- 
merly supported from the fund, 
have been sharply curtailed, or dis- 
continued. 

Now $25 a Month, 

The State pension for blind per- 
sons is $25 a month, payable in 
quarterly installments of $75. The 
State does not participate in Fed- 
eral grants toward blind pensions 
because the Legislature never has 
amended the State law to conform 
to Federal requirements as to need, 
in the approving of pensioners. 


During 1939 and 1940 the State 
expenditures from the blind pension 
fund totaled $2,085,646 on the pres- 
ent methods of holding down the 
roll, curtailment of industries and 
a drastic reduction in supervisory 
personnel. The estimate of prob- 
able revenue from the present levy 
in 1941 and 1942 is $2,200,000. 

The resolution for submission of 
the proposed amendment was spon- 
sored by Representative H. S. Rain- 
‘water of Polk County; it was ac- 
tively supported by Representative 
Paul K. Gibbons of Knox County, 
who said the State “should -keep 
faith with the blind” by providing 
adequate funds for payment of the 
pensions authorized by law.

Bill in Illinois 
Would Legalize 
Bookie Betting 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 18 
(AP).—Legislation to legalize horse 
race handbook betting in Illinois 
was introduced in the House today 
by Representative Emmett Mc- 
Grath, Brookfield Democrat. 


McGrath, superintendent of rec- 
reation for the Cook County Forest 
Preserve, proposed that each bookie 
be required to pay a $1000 annual 
license fee and estimated that the 
tax would yield $4,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000 a year from bookies now oper- 
ating illegally in Illinois. 

A similar bill was passed by the 


‘|Legislature in 1935 but aws vetoed 
by the late Gov. Henry Horner. 


“There is no logical reason why 
betting should be legal at the tracks 
but is forbidden in other parts of 
the State,” Representative McGrath 
said. “By licensing the bookies, 
we would reduce the opportunity for 
corruption and halt the fly-by-night 
book shops.”

The realization that the passing of the war crisis 


will leave us face to face with the very gravest -of|. 


economic and social problems has been spreading 
through the nation, There has been a growing de- 
mand that we provide ourselves with aspirin against 
the headache. And President Roosevelt has now 
officially recognized this as an integral phase of the 
preparedness effort. 

Yesterday he sent to Congress the recommenda- 
tions of the National Resources Board for a six-year 
plan for the “development of resources and stabiliza- 
tion of employment.” Boiled down, this provides for 
a “reservoir of public works” which may be under- 
taken as our conscript army is demobilized and our 
armaments plants slow down. The board wants Con- 
gress to have the blueprints, the sites and the financ- 
ing ready in advance. 

This does not add up to much more than a super- 
PWA. As such, it is simply taking advantage of the 
dearly bought lessons of the depression. But, as 
such, it should also recognize the most important 
of all those lessons—the plain fact that the great 
public works program of the last eight years was not 
enough to bring recovery. 

There are many good reasons for believing that the 
post-war crisis, when it comes, will*be more com- 
plicated and more widespread than the stagnation 
which came after the collapse of the 1929 boom. 

It is plain horse sense to have on the shelf the 
medicine that eased our pain in the °30s, but we 
cannot rest content with it. We cannot accept a pal- 
liative as a substitute for a specific. Defense loses 
all meaning if it holds forth only the promise of a 
bigger and better PWA. This time we must try to get 
at the root of things. We must keep men at work in 
the factories and not merely on new swimming pools 
and tennis courts. 3 

We shall have to beat the sword into a plowshare, 
and we shall have to have in America the purchas- 
ing power to absorb that plowshare and the products 
of that plowshare. However important they may be 
in a transition period from a war to a peace econ- 
omy, public works will not, in the long run, be 
enough. So far as it "has been sketched, the six- 
year plan does not seem to measure up. 

Perhaps the inadequacy of the conception stems 
from the inadequacy of its authors. The National 
Resources Board is now made up of Frederic Delano, 
the President’s uncle; Dr. Charles E. Merriam, re- 
tired professor of politics; Charles W. Eliot, a city 
planner, and George F. Yantis. 

With all deference to the good will of these men, 
what is there in their experience to qualify them for 
a job which may involve the reshaping of whele sec- 
tions of our industrial structure—and re-shaping 
it with regard for our guaranteed freedom? 

This job of providing the right kind of aspirin— 
and enough of it—is one for some of the best brains 
in the land—and some of the most specialized. 


The future of our country rests in the 
hands and promises of one man.

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ANOTHER JUSTICE FROM THE INNER CIRCLE? 
Washington reports persist in saying that Senator 
James F. Byrnes of South Carolina is favored for 
the Supreme Court seat made vacant a month and a 
half ago by the retirement of Justice McReynolds. 
Over thé week end came the news that Republican 
leaders had informed President Roosevelt that Senate 
Republicans were unanimously in favor of Mr. 
Byrnes. It was also reported that President Roose- 
velt might announce his nominee early this week. 

Would the appointment of Senator Byrnes be the 
best that President Roosevelt could make at the 
present time? It is no disparagement of the South 
Carolinian’s very considerable GWalents to raise this 
question. The appointment should not only be. held 
to a high standard of ability but it may well be used 
to contribute to national unity. The nomination 
of the administration’s chief reliance in the Senate, 
essentially a party leader and worker, would hardly 
do much along that line. 

If President Roosevelt names Mr. Byrnes, he will 
have appointed to the Supreme Court two New Deal 
Senators, an Attorney General, an SEC chairman, 
a Solicitor General and a law professor who was a 
close personal friend and adviser. 

It would seem that somewhere in the country, 
perhaps on the bench (for not a single appointee has 
come from the lower judiciary), the President should 
be able to find a qualified man who is not a mem- 
ber of the administration’s inner circle. 

An appointment which reached outside the official 
group obviously would contribute to that national 
unity about which the President himself has much to 
say these days. 
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A BILL TO STOP THE CRIMINAL. 

A bill to help society in its war on the criminal has 
been introduced in the Missouri Legislature by Sena- 
tor Joseph A. Falzone of Clayton.

If Maj. Eliot’s reasoning is sound, it stands to rea- 
son that the acquisition of, say, two British battle- 
ships would require us to add 16 destroyers to our 
fleet, rather than subtract 30 or 40. The battleships 
wouid be a questionable asset without destroyer pro- 
tection. If they were incorporated in the fleet, any- 
way, and the existing destroyer strength were there- 
fore spread more thinly over the battle line, the navy 
would lack combat proportions. 

It is interesting to read further in Maj. Bliot’s de- 
scription of the functions of destroyers: 

Offensively, the duties of destroyers include 
torpedo attacks on the enemy’s heavy ships, ot- 
fensive screening in conjunction with cruisers 
and aircraft, and the firing of star shells to il- 
luminate night targets for their battleships. Their 
defensive duties include submarine screening of 
their heavy ships (all-important in waters where 
any number of enemy submarines may be operat- 
ing, as for instance the Japanese mandated 
islands), repelling enemy destroyer attacks, and 
providing an outer barrage of anti-aircraft fire. 
The laying of smoke screens may have an offen- 
sive or defensive purpose. 

Unless we are ready to leave our fleet weakened in 
the face of Japan, it is a matter, not of battleships or 
destroyers, but of battleships and destroyers. 
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Music, it is generally agreed, hath ¢harms to soothe 
the savage breast. But, so far as politicians are con- 
cerned, corned beef and:cabbage is even better. 
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NEVER MIND THE STATISTICS. 

Four cases of beer, a gallon of whisky and two 
quarts of wine.

And this in the Missouri where blooms the An-' 
heuser bush; where men once sat down to the gusta- 
tory delights of Faust’s, knowing well how) to 
heighten them with a sherry or a perfectly blended 
Martini by way of aperitif, with wines, golden op red, 
with each course; with a good after-dinner port or a 
brash old brandy delicately floated on Benedictine! 

This in the Missouri where no workman unpacked 
his lunch without “rushing the growler,” where no 
Ozark farmer set out to enjoy the excitement of an 
all-night fox hunt without a jug by his side!

SHARP rise of activity was noted last 

week in factories making aluminum ar- 

ticles for civilian use. The trade papers 
investigated. Buying rush? No, It turned 
out (this was explained with some hemming 
and more hawing) that certain plants were 
speeding their output so as to cut up and 
process their aluminum stocks before the 
Government could requisition the metal. Full 
speed ahead, men, democracy is in danger. 

Now a burst of frantic distilling has hit 
the Kentucky valleys, breaking records for 
Kentucky and for corn. So, says the trend- 
spotter to himself, the country is worried 
and drinking like silly. Not a bit. The in- 
dustry remembers how prohibition was de- 
vised during the last war to save grain. It 
is converting its grain into liquid form, so 
that if anybody comes around for it, he will 
have to take it away on his hip. 

Something is happening. Until last week, 
the idea was to whip on the horses of the 
defense program, so they would go faster, 
faster. They have got their wind suddenly. 
They show signs of pulling the driver out 
of his seat.

Why do I put the change at last week? 
This was the week in which funny things 
began to happen. It was, for example, the 
first week in which automobile production 
was definitely slowed down for lack of raw 
materials, mostly aluminum, nickel and zinc. 
Output dropped. 6000 cars below schedule. 
A Government proposal to cut ‘production by 
6000 cars per week would have been resent- 
ed as “economic planning.” It has happened 
anyway. The best-laid refusal to plan aft 
gangs agley. 

We have been jabbing pins into the ani- 
mals since last May. Now they are running. 
One wonders whether there is mind enough 
in the country to keep up with them. We 
have never seen such speed before. 

The Dunn report on steel, given to the 
country by the President on Feb, 28, was 
completely out of date by March 10, Mr. Dunn 
had said there would be enough steel. But 
he did not calculate on the lease-lend pro- 
gram, which involves building ordnance and 
tanks for England. He did not caleulate on 
the demand for an. enormous number of 
cargo-carriers to replace ship sink- 
ings. He did calculate on the fact that 
new factories ng defense goods of steel 
need stock-piles of the metal lying nearby 


to insure continuous production. The thing 
is feeding on itself; last week's statistics are 
dropping like bits of straw from its iron 
jaws. 

We have cried “Faster!” “Faster!” instead 
of “Order!” “Order!” Now we may reap 
the result. The business-as-usual boys won 
the battle of last summer and fall. They hesi- 
tated, waiting for tax favors, and they stout- 
ly resisted orderly expansion of the basic 
industries, steel, aluminum, zinc. Now we 
are going to have a crazy boom, dappled 
with shortages, That, one supposes, is busi- 
ness as usual, 

Esoteric developments pile on one another. 
There is talk of “labor priorities,” so that 
skilled workers may be reserved for defense. 
There is even talk of “reverse priorities,” so 
that civilian industries may be allowed to 
requisition raw materials from defense in- 
dustries which have accumulated large sup- 
plies. 

* * . 

Prices are rising, in spite of all efforts; 
the public, which ostentatiously keeps away 
from the stock market, is said to be enter- 
ing the commodities market, to do its gam- 
bling in tin and rubber. One can almost see 
the blonder lady speculators in Wall Street 
dabbing lipstick before selling a pile of 
jagged metal. 

Planlessness won the day when a small 
group of tired New Dealers was brushed 
aside in Washington by the “business-as- 
usual” circle of influence. Yet it is hard 
to see why it was necessary to pay anybody 
a dollar a year to make mistakes the Gov- 
ernment could have made for nothing. 

Now that business figures are turning 
into pinwheels, it becomes necessary to take 
@ new grip, to call on the New Deal] to come 
back, to say that this thing needs socia) 
controls as never before, to keep wages at 
a decent consumption level, to insure even 
production of the necessities of life, to pre- 
vent unloading the cost of planilessness, 
through tax¢s, on the poorest, to plan for the 
life we must live when this is over. Order! 
Order! — 

I doubt whether we can stand another wild 
party in which the millions wait outside the 
door, listening to the singing, the shouting 
and the breaking of glasses.

| Fewer Members in Most Big 


Cities—Superintendent’s 
Authority Large. 


A survey of 41 large city school 
sygtems, made public today by Su- 
pefintendent of Instruction Homer 
W. Anderson, shows that: most cit- 
ies have smaller school boards than 
St. Louis and, unlike St. Louis, 
most of them center authority for 
administration of the schools in 


a superintendent. 

In 25 of 41 cities which have a 
population of more than 200,000, 
the school board operates under a 
unit executive system, centering re- 


of schools,. Anderson reports. 

In St. Louis there are. five inde- 
pendent executive officers. Fifteen 
other cities are like St. Louis in 
that respect, the number of inde- 
pendent executives varying from 
two to five. 

Only three cities have larger 
school boards than has St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Mil- 


as contrasted with 12 in St. Louis 
and Omaha. However, 18 cities 
have seven-member boards and 10 
have only five members on their 
boards. “It is clear that the typ- 
ical large city board of education 
is a rather small group, only one- 
fourth of the cities having boards 
with more than seven members,” 
the report commented. 

In most cities, School Board 
members serve from four to six 
years. In St. Louis the term is six 
years. In 30 cities, board members 
are elected by the people, in seven 
they are appointed by the Mayor, 
in one by the City Commissioners 
and in three by members of the 
judiciary. They are elected here. 
Almost half of the large city 
boards have no standiing commit- 
tees. They operate on a commit- 
tee of the whole basis.

least waste, confusion and disloca- 
tion.

Tons of aluminum have been dis- 
tributed to American homes and 
factories over decades. How much 
of it could be salvage and _e re- 
claimed now? Nobody knows. But 
if, under proper jovernmental 
guidance, the Boy Scout and Girl 
Scout organizations of America 
were turned loose to find out by 
a quick canvass, house-to-house, 
factory to factory and scrap-yard to 
scrap-yard, we perhaps would know 
in a week or two. 


Maybe that wouldn’t produce 
much aluminum, but it would do 
something more of infinite im- 
portance. It would convinee our 
people that employment in alumi- 
num fabrication had not been sac- 
rificed needlessly. It would give 
every one of these boys and girls 
and, to some extent, every house- 
hold in this country some little 
part in this united effort. 


That is the kind of psychologi- 
cal sparking of the whole people 
that has been lacking almost whol- 
ly in the slow-moving, uninspired 
effort. Similar moves should be 
made to find something for civil- 
ian organizations in our nation of 
congenital “joiners” to do to ad- 
vance this whole defense effort.

| REPORT BY ANDERSON Toa “More Richly Living Future’ 


“Freedom of Human §pirit Shall Not Be Ut- 
terly Destroyed,” He Says in Accepting 
Mellon’s Gift for the People. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
—The $15,000, National Gallery 
of Art, with its $80,000,000 collec- 
tion of painting and statuary, was 
edicated last night by President 
Roosevelt before 7900 invited guests 
who jammed the east wing of the 
monumental pink marble structure, 
gift of the late Andrew W. Mellon, 
Pittsburgh financier and Secretary

“The dedication of this gallery 
to a living past, and to a greater 
and more richly living future,” said 
Roosevelt, “is the measure of the

Association Sends Two Mem-

So detrimental to the dental pro- 
fession seem provisions of the Se- 
lective Service Act by which prac- 
ticing and student dentists may be

A statement approved by the con- 
vention asserted that the mainte- 
nance of dental service was im- 
portant to the military security and 
civilian welfare of the nation, It 
said the need to maintain the pres- 
ent dental training program was 
greater because the number of 
trained dentists “has not kept pace 
with the increase in population and 
the increased demand for dental 
service.”

Board to Determine Needs in 
10 Schools in Congested 
Districts. | 


A survey for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a plan to supply milk 
at 1 cent a bottle to pupils in St. 
Louis schools will be made in 10 
schools in the city’s congested dis- 
tricts, Philip J. Hickey, secretary 
of the Board of Education, an- 


nounced today. 

The plan would make available 
to pupils half-pint bottles of milk 
ut 1 cent, the Government paying 
the rest of the cost. Dairies will 
be asked to bid for the business. 

The milk would be supplied free 
by the Board of Education to those 
who do not have the money, 
Hickey said. The plan for the rest 
of this year will supplement the 
33 milk stations established by the 
board, at which pupils are fur- 
nished milk and crackers for 3 
cents. Some 2000 bottles of milk 
are given to needy pupils daily by 
the board. At the end of the pres- 
ent school year, the two plans will 
be co-ordinated, he added. 

The survey will be made at the 
Baden, Clinton-Peabody, Howard, 
Humboldt, Jackson, Lafayette, Web- 
ster, Divoll, Jefferson and Riddick 
schools, Covered by the survey 
will be the proportions of pupils’ 
families, on relief, WPA, and in the 
various income brackets. 

When the survey is completed, 
the board will apply to the De- 
partment of Agriculture for estab- 
lishment of the plan, which is be- 
ing sponsored by the department's 
Marketing Administration. If: ap- 
proved, the plan will be limited this 
year to tke schools surveyed, but 
next year probably will be extend- 
ed to the entire system, Hickey 
said. About 10,000 pupils would 
participate this year. 

The plan was formulated last 
Friday by Hickey, Supply Commis- 
sioner James J. Lee of the Board 
of Education and Fred L. Shipley, 
local Federal Milk Market Admin- 
istrator.

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Churchill Looks to U. S. | 


WASHINGTON, March 18. 


HORTLY before ledving Lon-| 


don, an astute American offi- 

cial who has just returned to 
this country had a long farewell 
talk with Winston Churchill. Many 
aspects of the war situation and 
particularly the aid expected from 
the United States by Britain, were 
frankly discussed between the two 
men, who have been on a footing 
of friendly intimacy for some years. 
The Am ’s brief» but succinct 
account of this talk is of particu- 
lar interest, as showing the reliance 
now placed on us by the British. 

According to the American, 
Churchill was sober but hopeful. 
He did not seek to minimize for 
an instant the dangers of the 
months immediately ahead. Grave 
air raid damage, grave shipping 
losses, grave tests of Britain’s cour- 
age and military strength—to all 
these he looked forward with open 
eyes. Like our own experts, he was 
strongly inclined to believe that the 
danger to Britain’s shipping life- 
lines would prove the most serious, 
but beyond this avoided exact pre- 
dictions. 

Nor did he seek to exaggerate 
the aid the United States can ex- 
tend to Britain during the oncoming 
crisis. He showed he was under 
no delusions as to its practical 
limitations, yet firmly proclaimed 
his faith that Britain’s resistance 
could be fully maintained through 
the spring and summer and into the 
autumn and next winter. 

Then, however, when the imme- 
diate crisis would be over, he 
looked to this country to play. its 
great role. Then, he said, Britain 
would need supplies of all sorts. 
not in driblets but in vast quan- 
tities, to staunch her summer-given 
wounds, And by then, he went on, 
the United States’ defense program 
should be really under way and 
we ought to be functioning at last 
as a true arsenal of democracy. 


Pleasant to Report. 


UCH, unquestionably, is the 
S British strategy—to get through 
the spring and, summer with 
such quick help as we can give, 
and then to stage a comeback 
when weeare ready wi:h larger aid. 
Alt:cugh no one doubts that the 
months ahead will be very terrible, 
our military and naval experts are 
generally inclined to agree that this 
strategy is feasible. Granting that 
the worst danger is to. Britain's 
shipping, the-attacks on British 
shipping cannot prove knock-out 
blows, if the authorities here are 
correct that Britain now has re- 
serves of both food and munitions 
sufficient to last until autumn.

How It Started

Why Do We Call It a “’Cruller?”’ 


Cruller, sometimes written krul- 
ler, should more properly be curler: 
for that, in sense, if not in form, is 
how it started. 

The cruller takes its name from 
its popular shape; that is to say, 
dough twisted into the contour com- 
monly associated with this sweet 
cake. 

It is cruller rather than curler, 
because the term has preserved ths 
marks of its origin; it springs from 
the Dutch verb krullen, to curl, with 
cognates in Danish and Swedish, 
and to which our English word 
crook is possibly akin.

Diabetes and 
What Doctors 


-~Know About It

PATIENT writes me saying 
A she understands that certain 
changes have occurred in the 
treatment of diabetes in late years 
and wonders whether she should 
continue to take protamine zinc 
insulin since she understands it is 
proving less efficient in certain 
cases. I have written her that I 
do not know of any such opinion 
so far as protamine zinc insulin 
itself is concerned. There have 
been, however, several changes in 
our views of the treatment of dia- 
betes which I shall be giad to re- 
view. 5 
Diabetes is still a very common 
disease. We have no methods of 
curing it and in treatment it comes 
under the head of diseases which 
require an adjustment of the pa- 
tient’s life. It may be said, how- 
ever, quite definitely that it can 
be controlled if such an adjust- 
ment is made and today patients 
with diabetes are quite comfort- 
able and live out their life expec- 
tancies more often than they ever 
did before, and with more comfort. 


We think we understand the na- 
ture of diabetes quite thoroughly 
now. It is essentially an inability 
on the part of the diabetic’s body 
to use the starches or carbohy- 
drates of the food as completely 
as a normal person. The conse- 
quence is, in an untreated case 
when more carbohydrate is eaten 
than can be utilized, the carbohy- 
drate, in the form of sugar, ac- 
cumulates in the blood and drains 
off in the urine. The cells of the 
kidney are very sensitive to an 
increase in the amount of sugar 
in the blood over the normal fig- 
ure, which is about nine milligrams 
per 100 c, c. of blood. The un- 
treated diabetic will also lose 
weight and probably complain of

Author of ''There Shall Be No 
Night" Classifies Himself as a Prop- | 
agandist for the American Way of 
Life—Play Opens Here Tonight.

NEW YORK, March 18. 


HERE shall be no night for 
T aemocracy if Robert Sherwood, 
the playwright, has anything to 
Say about it, and in the last year 
or two he has had a great deal to 
say. He is one of the founders and 
principal spokesmen for the Wil- 
liam, Allen White Committee to 
Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies, a member of the Federal 
Joint Committee of Army and 
Navy on Recreation and Welfare, 
a founder of the Council for De- 
mocracy and a member of the Free 
Company, an organization of au- 
thors and actors contributing their 
efforts to a Sunday radio program 
propagandizing the American way. 
Twice winner of the Pulitzer 
Prize, in 1936 with “Idiot’s Delight” 
and in 1939 with “Abe Lincoln in 
Illinois,” Sherwood came to the 
fore again last season with his dra- 
matic anti-ism play, “There Shall 
Be No Night,” scheduled to open 
at the American Theater in St. 
Louis tonight. In it, Sherwood 
finally achieved his desire to dram- 
atize his belief that the democratic 
principle ultimately will triumph 
over all enemies, as long as those 
who believe in democracy are will- 
ing to fight for its preservation. 


“You see, I’m one of those saps 
who fought to make the world safe 
for democracy in 1917,” Sherwood 
told the writer. ‘“‘There has been a 
great deal of effort on the part of 


isolationists in the last 20 years to 


wipe us off as sort of a bad debt. 
But a lot of us who knew what we 
were fighting for are not fooled by 
that kind of talk. 

“That is the same language that 
was used by those who prevented 
realization of the ideal after the 
fight of 1917 was won. The great- 
est crime of the isolationists is their 
preaching that the men who died in 
that fight, died in vain. No man 
ever died vainly in a just cause. 


- The fact that we failed to achieve 


our aim, does not convince me that 
the ideal is impossible of achieve- 
ment.” 

Sherwood was rejected for mili- 
tary service in the army of the 
United States in the first World 
War because of his extreme height, 
six feet, seven inches, so he en- 
listed in the famous Canadian 
Black Watch. Kilts and all, he 
served overseas until gassed and 
wounded in both legs. He returned 


from a British hospital in 1919, 
sobered by a heart affliction and 
a deep-seated hatred of violence, 


Sherwood’s literary career began 
in fun. By virtue of his contribu- 
tions to the Lampoon while an un- 
dergraduate at Harvard, he ob- 
tained a job as sort of an editorial 
man-of-all-work on Vanity Fair. All 
went fairly well until the writer of 
the well dressed man department 
went on vacation and Sherwood 
substituted, To prove his conten- 
tion that no one, including the edi- 
tor, read the article, Sherwood pre- 
dicted ih the course of several is- 
sues that the meticulous dresser 
would shortly wear stock collars, 
jeweled vests, lace-trimmed jacket 
cuffs, cloth-topped shoes and peg- 
top pants. He was on the verge of 
forecasting the return of white 
wigs for landed gentry when the 
irate originator of the column re- 
turned to register the single pro- 
test received by the magazine, 


Shortly thereafter, he severed 
connections by mutual consent with 


‘Vanity Fair and joined his old 


friends Dorothy Parker and Rob- 
ert Benchley on the staff of old 
Life, the humorous publication. As 
motion picture reviewer for that 
magazine he attracted wide atten- 
tion with his caustic comments and 
several magazines began to lure 
articles from him at fancy prices. 
In 1924 he became editor of Life 
and two years later, his first play, 
“Road to Rome,” was produced, It 
was an instantaneous success, ar- 
tistically and financially. For the 
first time in his life he was so in- 
dependent that when he was fired 
from Life for editorial insubordina- 
tion, he did not really mind, 
22/9 
LTHOUGH royalties from 
A ‘reas to Rome” continued to 
flow, he lacked sufficient con- 
fidence to embark on a play- 
wright’s career and accepted the 
literary editorship of Scribner’s 
Magazine which he held until “Wa- 
terloo Bridge,” his second success- 
ful play out of three or four sub- 
sequent tries, afforded him a safer 
crossing. t was in “Waterloo 
Bridge,” dealing with certain prob- 
lems of World War No. 1, that 
some of his philosophy of living 
first found expression. 
He began “Reunion in Vienna” 
with a serious intent, but his flair 
for the frivolous was still too 


strong for suppression and he end- 
ed with a light, and very lucrative 
comedy. His first attempt to por- 
tray the American scene was with 
“This Is New York,” a none too 
successful comedy, but later “The 
Petrified Forest” established him 
as a playwright of serious propor- 
tions, and paved the way for 
“{diot’s Delight,” and ultimately, 
“Abe Lincoln in Illinois.” 
Sherwood is recognized not only 
as one of America’s foremost dram- 
atists, but as one of the most highly 
paid writers in history. Irrespec- 
tive of the huge incomes his plays 
have earned in legitimate perform- 
ances, amazing sums have been 
paid for motion picture rights. “Re- 
union in Vienna” brought in a 


paltry $85,000 from Hollywood, but 
$110,000 was paid for “The Petri- 
fied Forest,” $135,000 for “Idiot's 
Delight,” and “Abe Lincoln in Iili- 
nois” fetched a cool $225,000 and 
a percentage of the gate, which 
will total more than the basic 
price. 

The playwright finds it difficult 
to begin work, but once at it writes 
quickly and easily. His first draft 
is in long hand and is virtually 
the finished product except for ex- 
pansion and some embellishment 
when he types out the final script. 
“There Shall Be No Night” took 
only five weeks to write from start 
to finish. 

“By the time I get around to 
writing, I know the whole thing 


by heart,” Sherwood said, “and it’s 
just a matter of getting it down 
on paper. For example, I knew 
everything I wanted to say in 
‘There Shall Be No Night’ for years 
before I could find the characters 
to say it. Some of it could have 
just as well have gone into ‘Lin- 
coln’ if there were space for it. 
But I heard a Christmas day broad- 
cast from Finland when Russia 
was invading, and there was my 
play already to put in shape.”

HERWOOD is certain that the 
S theater is the natural medium 

for legitimate propaganda, but 
concedes that radio is more effec- 
tive because of its wider reception. 
Therefore he devotes as much of 
his talent as time will permit to 
the Free Company, frankly classi- 
fying himself as a propagandist. 
In discussing these efforts, the 
author displays something ap- 
proaching enthusiasm, an emotion 
that seems almost incongruous aft- 
er his deliberate, almost halting 
conversation on other subjects. 

Sherwood is turning the theme 
of his next play over in his mind 
now. 

“I would like to write on the sub- 
ject that is uppermost in all our 
thoughts,” he concluded. “Where 
are we going after this emergency? 
Somehow we have got to find a 
basis for world peace. Without it, 
life is not worth living. We-won 
the opportunity to create it in the 
last war and failed to preserve it. 
Some think we should abandon the 
fight. Instead it should be renewed 
and redoubled. Personally, I shall 
fight on as long as I live.”

ITTLE children should never 

be left in the house. Never.

| Upper-Arm Exercises 


S ONE matures and is less ac- 
Ave. fat tends to accumulate 
on the upper arms. This area 
of the body is most susceptible to 
fat. This fat is called “hard fat” 
and it is not easy to banish unless 
one combines professional massage 
and muscle firming exercise. 
Correct massage of fleshy upper 
arms does not mean pounding 
away at the fat bulges, it means 
reaching deeply to the root of the 
cause and breaking down that fat- 
maker.
